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President’s  Report. 


In  accordance  with  custom,  your  President  begs  leave  to  present 
his  annual  report,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  a  more  favorable 
one  cannot  be  made;  still  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  that  this 
Institution  should  escape  sharing  some  of  the  effects  of  the  financial 
troubles  which  have  surrounded  us.  During  the  past  two  years  all 
have  keenly  felt  the  necessity  of  economizing,  making  our  efforts  futile 
to  increase  to  anv  extent,  our  income. 

Your  Trustees  have  earnestly  and  diligently  worked  for  the  interest 
of  the  Library.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board  has  been  regularly  held 
and  as  regularly  attended  by  its  members,  and  they  have  used  their 
best  endeavors  to  curtail  expenses  and  popularize  the  Library.  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  life  members  have  been  sought,  but  with  poor  result. 
Public  lecturers  of  note  have  been  communicated  with,  but  safe  and 
satisfactory  terms  could  not  be  made.  Complimentary  cards  have  been 
issued  to  our  clergymen,  giving  them  the  privilege  of  membership, 
hoping  they  would  become  sufficiently  interested  in  our  welfare  to 
advocate  our  Library  to  their  different  congregations. 

We  have  removed  the  restriction  shutting  out  our  books  as  an 
experiment,  and  have  given  members  free  access  to  the  shelves, 
affording  them  the  privilege  of  scanning  the  books  before  making  a 
selection;  and,  through  a  circular  and  the  press,  we  have  addressed  our 
subscribers,  urging  them  to  use  their  individual  influence  in  getting 
members  thereby  allowing  us  to  increase  our  already  valuable  collec¬ 
tion  of  books,  and  add  better  value  and  interest  to  their  property. 

With  the  returning  prosperity  on  the  Eastern  slope  and  the  past 
and  prospective  yields  of  our  harvest  fields,  our  State  and  city  are 
beginning  to  see  the  shadow  of  the  substance  of  a  more  prosperous 
era  We  have  already  indications,  in  a  steadily  increasing  member¬ 
ship,  that  this  Institution  will  receive  its  well-merited  support,  and  live 
to  disseminate  its  store  of  knowledge  and  be  an  honor  to  our  city. 

FINANXES. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  give  you  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures,  showing  a  balance  in  hand  of  ^8,172 .31. 
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Our  income  during  the  past  year,  though  so  greatly  reduced,  served  to 
meet  ail  our  expenses,  and  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  retiring  from 
office  with  the  “  Gift  Concert  Fund  ”  of  $7,616.79  intact  and  drawing 
interest,  our  bills  all  paid,  and  a  balance  in  the  bank  to  our  credit  of 
1555-52.  This  has  been  done  without  decreasing  the  well-earned 
salaries  of  the  employees. 

A  comparative  statement  of  the  expenditures  during  the  past  two 
years,  shows  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  last  year  of  $2,474.42,  of  which 
I  regret  to  say  $377.17  was  a  compulsory  saving  on  the  purchase  of 
books,  owing  to  the  decrease  of  our  income.  The  average  member¬ 
ship  for  the  year  was  1,132  as  against  1,284  for  the  previous  year, 
making  a  difference  in  our  income  of  over  eighteen  hundred  dollars, 
ail  of  which,  had  we  had  it,  could  have  been  expended  in  books. 

A  material  reduction  was  made  in  our  tax,  gas  and  water  bills,  and 
petty  expenses,  and  a  further  reduction  should  have  been  made  in  our 
gas  rate,  but  repeated  efforts  failed  to  influence  the  Gas  Company,  and 
an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  on  our  insurance  met  with 
the  same  result.  The  contract  for  insurance  was  made  some  thrCe 
years  since,  when  interest,  rents  and  everything  else  were  higher,  and 
the  premiums  were  paid  in  silver,  selling  at  the  time  at  quite  a  dis¬ 
count.  As  this  contract  expires  during  the  year,  and  as  our  insurance 
bills  are  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  I  hope  the  incoming  Board 
will  see  that  we  get  a  material  reduction,  and  also  watch  the  result  of 
the  electrical  lights  now  about  to  be  inaugurated  at  the  Free  Public 
Library,  and  if  they  are  a  success,  adopt  the  same. 

LIBRARY  AND  ROOMS. 

The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  our  rooms,  carpets  and  furniture 
wflll  need  renovating,  if  we  intend  remaining  in  this  building;  but  I 
expect  this  property  can  soon  be  advantageously  sold,  and  a  library 
building  built  better  adapted  to  its  purposes  and  more  favorably 
located. 

BOOKS,  ETC. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  Books,  with  the  limited  means 
at  their  disposal,  have  used  the  best  of  judgment  in  their  selections. 
They  have  added  many  valuable  works  to  our  collection,  but  have 
been  forced  to  expend  a  large  proportion  of  their  allowance  in  works 
of  fiction;  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  books  drawn  being  of  that  character, 
it  has  been  a  necessity  to  cater  to  the  taste  of  our  readers.  Is  it  to  he 
regretted  ?  I  hardly  like  expressing  an  opinion.  Good  novels  for  the 
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young  aid  materially  in  educating  them,  and  an  institution  like  ours 
aims  not  only  in  giving  instruction,  but  is  made  the  more  popular  by 
the  rational  entertainment  afforded.  So  good  an  authority  as  Chas. 
Francis  Adams,  Jr.,  says :  “I  regard  the  appetite  for  works  of  fiction 
in  libraries  a  good  one.  Instruction  is  out  of  place  after  a  hard  day’s 
work,  and  a  healthy  nature  then  craves  amusement.  I  hardly  know  a 
better  way  of  getting  it  than  by  losing  oneself  in  a  work  of  fiction.  ” 
Ho  wever,  if  it  be  a  fault,  our  readers  are  not  an  exception,  as  1  find 
from  the  records  of  other  libraries  here  and  from  the  reports  of  libraries 
in  England  and  various  cities  of  the  United  States  the  percentage  of 
works  of  fiction  drawn  runs  from  70  per  cent,  to  86  per  cent. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  books  of  the  Librarian  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  at  its  suggestion,  has  adopted  a  clearer  and  better  system  for 
keeping  our  accounts. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  found  that  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
were  in  such  a  confusion,  that  a  committee  was  appointed  to  examine 
the  records  and  report  with  a  view  to  a  thorough  revision.  This  had 
become  necessary  in  consequence  of  repeated  amendments,  which  were 
buried  in  the  general  mass  of  the  records,  and,  being  hard  to  find, 
were  forgotten. 

The  committee  made  an  elaborate  report  in  1876,  but  no  action 
was  ever  taken  upon  it,  and  the  confusion  has  been  growing  worse  ever 
since,  till  our  Constitution,  instead  of  being  written  has  become,  in  a 
great  measure,  practically  a  mass  of  traditions. 

It  is  time  this  evil  should  be  remedied  for  the  above  reasons,  and 
more  particularly  as  the  adoption  of  the  New  Constitution  for  our 
State,  and  the  probable  action  of  the  present  Legislature,  have  and  will 
change  the  laws  so  as  to  effect  this  Institution. 

I  refer  these  suggestions  to  the  incoming  Board,  feeling  assured 
that  its  legal  talent  will  prepare  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  to  submit 
for  your  approval,  which  will  be  so  simple  and  concise  that  all  can 
understand  them. 

A  short  time  since — too  late  for  me  to  give  the  matter  the  attention 
it  deserved — I  had  a  conference  with  the  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  Mechanics’  Institute  Library,  in  reference  to  a  consolidation  of 
our  libraries.  Both  have  valuable  property — almost  equally  valuable, 
and  free  from  debt — well-selected  libraries  and  nearly  the  same  income, 
and  it  is  a  question  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  I  believe,  whether 
it  would  not  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned  to  unite. 
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Some  ^400,000  worth  of  property  could  be  sold,  and  a  library  with 
modern  improvements,  suited  to  our  wants,  be  built  in  a  desirable 
location;  a  balance  of  at  least  ^250,000  could  be  placed  at  interest, 
returning  an  income  of  about  ^1,250  per  month,  to  be  invested  in 
books  and  works  of  art.  The  subscription  price  could  be  reduced  to 
fifty  cents  per  month,  which  inducement,  together  with  a  new  and 
attractive  library  building,  should  double  the  present  membership. 
Five  thousand  reading  persons  ought  to  be  found  in  this  city  who 
would  rather  pay  fifty  cents  per  month  for  the  privileges  of  a  library  not 
open  to  the  general  public,  where  the  association  would  certainly  be 
more  select  and  the  books  kept  in  a  more  acceptable  condition, 

I  cannot  close  my  remarks  without  calling  the  attention  of  those  of 
our  members  and  of  the  public  at  large,  upon  whom  fortune  has  show¬ 
ered  golden  blessings  so  abundantly,  to  the  fact  that  this  Library  has 
yet  to  receive  its  first  bequest. 

.For  twenty-eight  years  its  doors  have  been  open  to  the  seekers  after 
knowledge  and  intellectual  entertainment,  and  the  good  it  is  doing  can 
be  classed  next  to  our  churches  and  schools,  and  yet,  while  we  read 
almost  daily  of  fortunes  being  left  to  the  different  libraries  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  this  one  has  been  and  is  still  forced  to 
charge  an  almost  prohibition  price  to  meet  its  expenses.  To  those  who 
have  made  their  fortunes  so  suddenly  and  so  easily,  I  commend  this 
Institution. 

Before  retiring  I  must  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  my  associates, 
who  have  untiringly  devoted  their  time  to  the  interests  of  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  and  if  any  credit  is  merited  for  the  past  year's  administration,  it 
is  due  to  them. 

Permit  me  now  to  introduce  to  you  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Smith,  an 
earnest  and  active  member  of  the  previous  Board,  and  install  him  as 
vour  President.

Librarian’s  Report. 


To  the  President,  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Members: 

1  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith,  my  Seventh  Annual  Report 
as  Librarian.  The  accompanying  tables  and  statistics  show  you  the 
extent  and  character  of  the  workings  of  the  Library  throughout  its 
twenty-sixth  year,  its  increase  and  present  condition. 

The  continued  depression  of  the  past  year  has  effected  the  interests 
of  the  Library,  evidences  of  which  cannot  fail  to  appear  in  the  report 
of  its  operations  and  results.  The  increase  to  our  collection  of  books 
has  been  less  than  we  should  like  to  report;  our  membership  is  some¬ 
what  diminished,  and  the  table  of  circulation  show's  a  use,  less  than 
that  of  years  immediately  preceding. 

The  work  of  the  Library  has,  how'ever,  been  steadily  prosecuted. 
A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  delivered  to  members,  and  as 
many  more  been  served  for  consultation  in  the  rooms.  All  books,  as 
received,  have  been  given  a  location,  numbered,  stamped,  and  labelled, 
and  ever}'  volume  classified  in  the  card  catalogue,  with  the  same  fulness 
and  care  as  was  exercised  in  the  preparation  of  our  former  printed 
volumes. 

Upon  the  determination  of  the  American  Library  Association  to 
issue  a  new  and  complete  edition  of  Poole’s  Index  to  Periodical  Lit¬ 
erature,  by  the  co-operative  aid  of  all  the  principal  Libraries  of  the 
country,  the  performance  of  a  portion  of  the  labor  was  assigned  to  us. 
In  the  execution  of  this  commission,  eight  series  of  Magazines,  con¬ 
sisting  of  145  volumes,  have  been  indexed,  article  by  article,  and  the 
manuscript  forw'arded  to  the  chief  editors  of  the  work.  Its  publication 
is  expected  sometime  during  the  present  year.  As  a  key  to  the  vast 
riches  locked  in  the  almost  limitless  mass  of  periodical  publications,  its 
value  when  published,  to  Libraries  and  the  world  of  letters,  will  be 
beyond  estimate. 
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Thus,  with  the  attention  requisite  to  a  proper  discharge  of  the  duties 
incident  to  the  constant  administration  of  the  Library,  ample  field  has 
been  offered  for  the  services  of  the  force  employed.

BOOKS. 

The  arrangements  for  procuring  books  from  New  York  and  Lon¬ 
don,  entered  into  several  years  ago,  are  still  in  force,  and  the  relations 
with  our  accredited  agents  in  those  cities  continue,  as  heretofore,  to  be 
of  the  most  agreeable  nature.  If  our  commissions  to  them,  during 
the  year  just  ended,  have  been  less  frequent  and  less  extensive  than 
either  they  or  we  ourselves  could  desire,  the  reason  lies  in  the  scantiness 
of  the  means  of  purchase,  rather  than  in  any  delicacy  or  delay  on  their 
part  in  executing  them. 

While  our  orders  for  new  foreign  publications  have  been  slight,  the 
valuable  collection  of  Scientific  Serials,  English  and  Continental,  and 
Transactions  and  Journals  of  Learned  Societies,  which  the  Library  is 
building  up,  has  been  quietly  but  materially  augmented . 

Among  our  sets  which  are  constantly  increasing,  deserve  notice — 
the  Arundel  Society,  Annales  des  Mines,  British  Association  Reports, 
Chaucer  Society,  Comptes  Rendus,  Dingler’s  Polytechnisches  Journal; 
Geological  Society,  Royal  Geographical  Society’s  Journal  and  Proceed- 
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ings,  Hakluyt  Society,  Linnaean  Society,  New  Shakspere  Society, 
Philological  Society,  Social  Science  Association,  Zoological  Society, 
and  many  illustrated  and  fine  art  publications. 

Constituting,  as  these  do,  the  original  sources  of  reference,  no  col¬ 
lection  of  books  will  avail  the  student  which  fails  to  supply  them. 
Expensive  they  are  indeed,  but  the  Library  which  accumulates  them 
has  at  hand  a  wealth  of  material  which  no  expense  can  cheapen,  no 
time  depreciate. 

A  valuable  shipment  of  these  works  was  referred  to  in  my  las 
Report,  as  having  been  lost  on  the  S.  S.  “Georgia,”  in  1878.  Ourt 
agents  in  London,  Messrs.  Trlibner  ik  Co.,  voluntarily  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  the  non-insurance  of  the  case,  and  have,  during  the 
past  year,  re-supplied  the  works  as  per  invoice.

About  70  per  cent,  of  works  issued  during  the  year,  belongs  to  the 
class  denominated  Fiction.  Statistics  of  our  own  Library  for  past  years, 
and  of  similar  institutions,  warrant  the  statement  that  about  75  per  cent, 
or  three  fourths  of  the  books  circulated  by  the  ordinary  library  belongs 
to  this  class. 

From  this  fact,  which  everybody  has  learned,  I  think  has  arisen  an 
impression,  which  has  also  become  very  general,  and  which  is  errone¬ 
ous,  and  subjects  Institutions  like  this  to  frequent  misrepresentation, 
viz:  that  since  three  fourths  of  the  matter  circulated  is  Fiction,  like- 


wise  the  same  proportion,  or  three  fourths  of  the  money  expended  for 
books  goes  to  supply  this  department.  I  am  often  asked  if  our  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  not  persisting  in  the  foolish  policy  of  investing  all  of  its 
funds  in  novels.  Some  disappointed  individuals,  whose  especial  de¬ 
partments  are  perhaps  lacking  some  desired  book,  have  brought  charges 
to  this  effect,  by  means  of  anonymous  communications  through  the 
press;  while  the  press  itself  not  infrequently  takes  occasion  to  circulate 
the  same  insinuation.  Such  charges  are,  of  course,  thoughtlessly  made. 
They  nevertheless  grossly  misrepresent. 

On  the  relative  expenditure  of  money  for  the  class  of  Fiction  and 
others,  I  took  occasion  to  say,  in  a  previous  Report,  that  the  greater 
number  of  our  patrons,  the  novel  readers,  were  supplied  from  the 
smallest  half  of  the  book-appropriation,  while  the  more  literary  minor¬ 
ity  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  the  lion’s  share. 

In  order  to  be  more  exact,  and  to  present  the  matter  in  its  true 
light,  I  have  examined  the  invoices  of  the  past  year,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  results: 

By  the  table  of  accessions  the  total  number  of  volumes  purchased 
is  shown  to  be  951,  of  which  number  71 1  are  novels,  exactly 
fourths.  The  entire  expenditure  for  the  951  volumes  was  $2,316.68, 
of  which  the  portion  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the  71 1  volumes  (of 
novels)  was  merely  $605.21 — a  trifle  over  one-fourth.  Thus  do  the 
patrons  of  Fiction  enjoy  the  benefit  of  three-fourths  of  the  book  pur¬ 
chases,  numerically,  and  very  properly  too,  since  statistics  of  circulation 
show  the  demand  of  this  class,  invariably,  to  be  in  about  that  propor¬ 
tion;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  those  who  expect,  for  their  money, 
something  above  and  beyond  the  latest  romance,  have  no  reasonable 
grounds  of  complaint  against  the  disposition  of  the  book  fund,  since, 
though  being  a  minority,  whose  demand  is  in  the  proportion  of  only 
about  one-fourth.,  for  their  interest  and  advantage  is  expended,  annually, 
nearly  three-fourths  of  all  the  means  available  for  this  appropriation. 

BINDING. 

During  the  past  year  786  volumes  have  been  bound,  at  a  cost  of 
$839.18.  Of  this  number  484  were  bound  in  half  roan,  at  low  rates, 
and  302  in  a  more  substantial  calf,  Russia  or  Morocco.  Of  these 
latter  209  were  volumes  of  serial  publications,  completed  during  the 
time,  and  which  have  now,  in  their  fresh  uniforms,  been  assigned  to 
the  ranks  of  their  respective  series  on  the  shelves. 

To  books,  in  a  circulating  library,  the  binder  is  as  necessary  as  the 
joiner  to  a  building.  Wear  and  tear  is  constant — constant  must  be  the 
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repairs.  Much  new  material,  as  well,  finds  its  way  into  the  Library 
unbound.  Magazines,  reports,  transactions,  and  the  like,  appearing  at 
such  frequent  intervals  as  the  spirit  of  the  age  demands,  rapidly  extend 
to  volumes.  All  these  require  binding  to  insure  their  preservation  in 
a  systematic  and  available  order,  and  in  a  safe  and  lasting  condition.

DONATIONS.

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The  total  additions,  from  this  source,  are  237  bound  volumes,  341 
pamphlets,  and  1 1  newspapers.  Our  Representative,  Hon.  Horace 
Davis,  has  been  zealous,  as  in  former  years,  in  his  efforts  to  supply  us 
with  Government  documents,  as  has  also  Senator  Booth.  I'rom  T. 
Magata,  Japanese  Commissioner  of  Education  in  the  United  States, 
we  have  received  a  gift  of  24  volumes  of  Japanese  educational  works; 
and  to  Mr.  Alfred  O.  Larkin,  a  member  of  the  retiring  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  we  are  indebted  for  70  very  useful  volumes,  consisting  of  a  set  of 
Cooper’s  novels,  and  various  bound  magazines. 

Through  our  extensive  list  of  exchanges,  established  with  libraries 
and  literary  and  educational  institutions  throughout  our  own  country 
and  abroad,  we  are  in  receipt  of  material,  in  the  form  of  Library 
Reports,  Catalogues,  Bulletins,  &c.,  which  have  already  become  a  col¬ 
lection  rich  in  statistics,  and  most  valuable  for  reference. 

I  refrain  from  a  repetition,  at  this  time,  of  any  complairit  in  regard 
to  the  necessity  of  additional  book  accommodation,  the  most  urgent 
perhaps  of  all  for  your  consideration,  or  of  the  further  printing  of  Cat¬ 
alogues,  material  for  which  is  s  >  rapidly  accumulating  in  the  form  of 
cards.  These  have  formed  the  chief  burden  of  previous  Reports. 

While  we  may  regret,  and  not  unreasonably,  that  the  limited  means 
at  our  disposal  have  not  permitted  some  much-needed  improvements, 
nor  sanctioned  the  accustomed  liberal  outlay  in  new  publications,  no 
exception  can  be  taken  to  the  policy  adopted  by  the  management — to 
live  within  our  income,  and  steer  clear  of  the  shoals  and  quicksands 
of  debt. 

Slow  as  the  progress  of  the  Institution  has  been  from  its  founda¬ 
tion,  it  has  been  sure,  and,  by  a  proper  husbanding  of  its  resources,  it 
is  destined  to  continue,  and,  let  us  hope,  as  securely  as  in  the  past,  and 
with  even  more  rapid  strides

Inaugural  Address  of  Arthur  A.  Smith. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen; — 

The  Presidency  of  your  Association  having  always  been  occupied 
by  men  of  eminent  ability,  it  is  with  some  hesitation  that  I  now  accept 
the  ofiice,  and  I  am  only  induced  to  do  so,  by  the  promise  of  good 
assistance  from  the  efficient  Board  of  Trustees  with  whom  I  shall  be 
associated  during  the  ensuing  year. 

For  myself  and  for  them,  I  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  con¬ 
ferred  on  us,  and  we  will  assure  you  of  our  best  endeavors  to  merit  your 
confidence  and  to  sustain  the  dignified  character  which  your  Library 
has  enjoyed  since  its  early  inception,  twenty-eight  years  ago. 

We  must,  however,  ask  you  to  give  us  your  support  in  our  under¬ 
takings,  and  we  hope  for  your  active  co-operation  in  the  work  of  in¬ 
creasing  our  membership,  that  we  may  enlarge  our  income.  This 
seems  to  be  the  most  important  matter  demanding  our  attention,  and 
as  the  country  is  now  emerging  from  the  financial  depression  which 
has  prevailed  for  a  long  period,  it  seems  a  very  appropriate  time  for  us 
to  present  to  our  fellow  citizens,  the  value  of  this  Library,  and  to  urge 
them  to  join  us.  We  already  have  a  valuable  property,  a  large  collection 
of  books  and  all  entirely  free  from  debt — but  our  work  must  not  stop 
here,  we  must  progress  with  the  intellectual  development  of  the  world 
or  we  fail  in  our  mission.  We  therefore  earnestly  entreat  each  one  of 
you  to  bring  in  as  many  new  subscribers  as  possible — such  action  on 
your  part  will  secure  prosperity  to  your  Library,  and  render  the  labors 
of  your  Trustees  much  more  satisfactory. 

The  questions  of  removing  the  Library  to  some  more  convenient 
location,  and  of  a  reconstruction  of  our  constitution,  have  been  so  often 
referred  to,  that  I  will  not  speak  of  them  now  further  than  to  mention 
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that  these,  together  with  some  other  changes  that  have  been  suggested 
and  discussed  in  previous  Boards,  shall  have  proper  attention,  and 
whenever  we  arrive  at  a  solution  that  seems  to  warrant  our  doing  so, 
we  will  lay  it  before  you  for  your  consideration. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  detain  you  with  any  extended  remarks  on 
the  present  condition  of  the  Library — for  the  exhaustive  reports  of  the 
President,  Treasurer  and  Librarian  have  given  that  in  detail.  Neither 
will  I  occupy  time  by  laying  out  a  plan  of  action  for  the  incoming 
Board,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  prosperity  of  the  Library  shall  alone 
govern  it,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  trust  our  record  will  meet  with 
your  approval.
